Suburhs snub LAT scheme 


If good fences make good neighbors, where does that leave the LRT?

wo of Edmonton’s closest 
Tisettos are giving only mild 
support to a new scheme that 
would see the city’s LRT lines 
extended to the suburbs. 

St. Albert Mayor Paul Chalifoux 
and Leduc Mayor George Rogers 
both say talk of LRT extensions to 
their cities are well-intentioned. 
But neither is terribly supportive 
of the idea, being promoted by a 
private group called the Capital 
Region LRT Group. 

“As far as the idea goes, I think 

it is great,” said Rogers. “But the 
reality is it is a massive undertak- 
ing.” 
Leduc has been running a bus to 
and from Edmonton four times a 
day, but will likely have to cancel 
the service because of low rider- 
ship. So Rodgers questions the fea- 
sibility of an LRT extension to the 
town of 15,000. 

“The subsidy has been well over 
50 per cent and it doesn’t look like 
we can keep it going,” he said. 

The bus takes as many as 30 
passengers from Leduc to the 
industrial area of Nisku, then on to 
Heritage and Southgate malls, the 
University of Alberta, downtown 
and the Northern Alberta Institute 
of Technology. 

“We know it is not an easy 
undertaking, the whole process of 
trying to run a bus, never mind the 
LRT,” said Rogers. 

Because more than half of 
pet e’s working residents are 
emp even mene eer at the 
International Airport or at nearby 
Nisku, most simply jump in their 
cars to get to work, he said. 

In St. Albert, where 75 per cent 
of the city’s 50,000 residents com- 
mute to Edmonton each day, cars 
are also the preferred mode of 
transport. While the City of St. 
Albert offers shuttle services to 
and from the town of Morinville in 
the north and to the university, 
West Edmonton Mall and down- 
town, residents prefer to drive. 





St. Albert Mayor Paul Chalifoux 
doubts that laying LRT tracks into 
his city would increase ridership. 
Public transportation needs to be 
made as convenient as private 
transportation, which is “indelibly 
ingrained into our psyches,” 
Chalifoux said. 

Mike Nickel, a mayoral candi- 
date during the last civic election,

formed the regional LRT group 
with the idea of keeping LRT 
expansion front and centre in the 
eye of politicians and voters. 

“If we keep pushing this issue, 
things can happen a lot faster and 
a lot cheaper,” said Nickel. “We 
don’t have all the dough today. We 
have to be smart about it and think 
about in 30 years where you want 
to be.” 

If regional governments co-oper- 
ate on the expansion, they can 
press for federal and provincial 
funding with better results. And if 
the LRT is scheduled to expand in 
a particular direction, it could lead 
to development in those areas, 
rather than responding to develop- 
ment after it takes place, he said. 

“If the region says, ‘we are talk- 
ing the LRT to the airport,’ then 
developers have a reason to get 
out there. When you have a broad 
vision of where you want to go, 
opportunities arise. But right now, 
we have nothing.” 

The group does have some polit-

ical clout. Its membership includes 
city councillors Bryan Anderson 
and Michael Phair, Fort Saskatche- 
wan MLA Rob Lougheed and 
Edmonton South MP Ian McLellan. 

Anderson says the group is most 
interested at this time in promot- 
ing LRT expansion. The city’s cur- 
rent plans are to extend the LRT 
line from the University station to 
new stations at Southgate Mall and 
a new park-and-ride exchange at 
Heritage Mall. The most expensive 
part of the project is the $54-mil- 
lion cost to get out of the ground 
and up to street level. That price 
tag includes a $7-million modifica- 
tion to the existing LRT mainte- 
nance facility and $5.6 million in 
upgrades to train braking systems 
The city plans to complete the 
extension by 2009. But the Capital 
Region group wants to discuss 
expansion to St. Albert, Sherwood 
Park, Fort Saskatchewan and the 
airport and Leduc. 

“We aren't talking about sitting 
down as a group and drawing 
maps of where the tracks are 
going to go,” Anderson said. “We 
want to reinforce in the minds of 
Edmonton region officials and 
elected officials . . . that regional 
transportation and the potential 
for rapid transit of some kind is 
going to have to be discussed.” 

Anderson says cost shouldn't 
get in the way of discussion. If 
price is an issue, then the talks 
should focus on ways to solve 
those problems, he said. 

“T've heard it said that it costs 
$35 million for every kilometre of 
LRT. That scares the bejeebers out 
of you and me but that $35 million 
includes (trains), landscaping, 
land, and park-and-ride areas. But 
if we connect from Heritage Mall 
to the airport we don’t need sta- 
tions. We can take that $35 million 
to many millions less. 

“We need to focus on the idea of 
a long-range plan for the region as 
being wise, important and neces- 
sary.”

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Beware Reforms silent consent 


Polite bigotry is bigotry nonetheless — and the Liberals’ tepid right bill is full of it

ince being elected leader of the Reform 
Gre, Preston Manning has been the 
weather vane that indicates the federal 
government's effectiveness in all areas of 
conduct. The thing is, when the Reform 
watchdog barks, it doesn’t always signal 
danger to Canadians. In many instances 
Manning's growl may be interpreted as a 
sign that our country is being run in a fair 
and true manner. That’s why his edict that 
Reform MPs ignore proposed legislation 
extending equal rights to same-sex couples 
is a bad sign. If Manning were screaming 
about this, we’d know our government is 
taking the issue all the way. As it stands, the 

federal Liberals are doing no such thing. 
Late last week, Justice Minister Anne 
McLellan tabled an omnibus bill that would 
apply the very privileges enjoyed by hetero- 


sexual couples in traditional marriages or 
living common-law to same-sex couples. 
The move comes at a time when the federal 
Liberals are in the throes of an enormous 
political disaster — namely growing evi- 
dence that a special job-creation program 
was mismanaged. In fact, the debacle has 
been gaining momentum in recent weeks 
and occupying a larger share of headlines 
and newscasts while sordid details became 
clear. It’s political dynamite. Human 
Resources Minister Jane Stewart screwed 
up big-time and is being accused of running 
a party slush fund that kept unemployment 
down in Liberal ridings. 

The Reformers have been scoring quality 
political points on the issue and plan to 
focus on this and other areas of “wasteful” 
spending, like health care and the arts. So 
the introduction of the equal rights legisla- 


tion irritated the Reformers to no end. 
Manning accused the Liberals of using it as 
“a smokescreen” in hopes that the job-crea- 
tion controversy would fade away. Manning 
ordered his troops not to pay attention to 
the issue, but to focus instead on financial 
matters. 

It's unlikely that the Reform Party 
wouldn't get angry about equal rights being 
extended to gays. So the fact that Reformers 
have hardly batted an eye at this bill sug- 
gests the Liberal government is not going far 
enough. 

In fact, the legislation merely brings sev- 
eral laws up to date with previous court rul- 
ings. It does not, in plain language, recog- 
nize gay and lesbian couples as equal part- 
ners in society. They are instead treated 
with a genteel bigotry which refers to their 
relationships as “domestic partnerships” in 


order to preserve “traditional” family values 
for heterosexuals. Governments promise 
not to change the definition of “spouse” or 
to recognize marriages among gays. The leg- 
islation McLellan introduced represents a 
beachhead Reformers surrendered in their 
heterosexual Jihad long ago. They are not 
about to wail and moan about a battle 
they've already lost. 

Preston Manning suggests the Liberals 
wrote an omnibus bill overnight, then intro- 
duced it in the House of Commons as part of 
some elaborate strategy to take the spotlight 
off an embarrassing situation; they aren't 
that smart. 

Unfortunately, the Liberals are equally 
lacking in commitment to human rights. 
They don’t have the courage to extend real 
equality to same-sex couples. If they did, 
Manning would let us know all about it.

A hard act to define

“We want to lead people away 
from the idea that it’s just people 
dressed in black smearing them- 
selves with cow’s faeces,” jokes 
Todd Janes, the executive director 
of the Latitude 53 Society of 
Artists. “It's just not something we 
see a lot of in Canada — it’s more 
of a European phenomenon — so 
there’s a lot of misunderstanding 
about it.”

Janes has to work hard to define 
performance art without limiting 
himself. “It’s very process-orient- 
ed. It situates the artist or per- 
former as central — they can often 
be uncomfortably biographical — 
but it also involves the audience.

Joanna Wright, a local perfor- 
mance artist, agrees. Her compa- 
ny, FM Railway arted with 
street performances, where “you 
can get laughed at or screamed at 
— it’s always different.” 

Mariann Sinkovics, who forms 
the other half of FM Railways, 
calls performance art “a strange, 
unevolved sort of sport.” With her 
background in visual art, Sinkovics 
recognizes that performance art 
involves a lot of accomplished art 
already — it’s transdisciplinary. 

In a series of conversations 
about Visualeyez that consistently 
skirted an actual definition, I 
noticed that a lot of references to 
the content and form of perfor- 
mance art involve questioning 
those different disciplines. One of 
the shows that FM Railways brings 
to Visualeyez is a piece called 
Enjoy, which Sinkovies describes 
as “a visual conversation about 
objects created for esthetic appeal 
but which aren't considered art.” 

Their other piece, entitled 
Zoomo, takes the form of a circus 
sideshow — not exactly “high art.” 

Janes s this process of

exploring the definition and limits 
of “art” is central to Latitude 
mandate of encouraging a d 
course about contemporary art 
practices. He acknowledges that a 
performance art festival, with its 
threats of audience participation 
and guerrilla performance, may 
intimidate audiences. “We want 
people who want a challenge, who 
want to see something that’s still 
developing, evolving.” 

“I can’t get over spectacle,” says 
Sinkovies, citing her favorite 
aspect of the process. Wright 
thinks about Bye Candy, the late- 
night “performance jams” which 
FM Railways hosts, and grins at 
the possibilities for artistic chaos. 
“There's always something unex- 
pected — you don’t see it coming, 
but you can’t take your eyes off it.” 

And that might be the closest

The blast of subter- 
ranean air and the deep-pitched vibrations 
tell you the train is about to arrive.

ait és about 50 singers stationed 
on the platform, dressed in street clothes, 
mingling with the other passengers.” When 
the familiar, almost subconscious sound of 
the train starts to fill the station, they start to 
hum. The singers (mostly members of 
Victoria School’s Concert Choir) will devote 
five weekday mornings to Carson’s guerrilla 
art project. While Carson expects the com- 
muters’ initial reactions will be mixed, she 
sees the week-long process as “transforming 


a mundane, even unpleasant sound into 
something beautiful.” 

The key to Carson's event is the fact that 
her audience is unsuspecting and uncritical. 
“I want to create art experiences where the 
relationship between artist and audience is 
blurred,” says the Toronto native, who holds 
a fine arts degree from Concordia University. 
She also aims to “include the audience con- 
ceptually within the piece and invite partici- 
pation.” 

Will white-collar workers join in the daily 
hum? Will they realize that they're part of a 
performance art piece? Carson hopes they'll 
take some realization away with them. “I try 
to give my experiences many points of entry 
— something that can resonate with both art 
and non-art audiences.” 


The credits in the Visualeyez program list 
five performers in Moods of the 
EarthMother, but Kathleen Arnold’s credit 
stands out. Accompanied by Vivek Bilgi’s 
vocals, the native flute of Eagle Child, 
Miguel Ferre’s percussion, and Kathleen 
Henderson’s violin, Arnold’s role in the per- 
formance is listed as “naked soul.” 

“It’s partly autobiographical and partly 
not,” said Arnold, a local actor and dancer 
who studied at Red Deer College. “When I 
looked at it, I thought I had done a very 
‘Kathleen’ show, but it actually has quite a 
blend of cultural influences.” 

Described as a meeting point between 
performance and ritual, the show was 
inspired in part by Arnold’s recent travels 
through India and neighboring countries.

“Those places are chock full of culture;” 
says Arnold. “When I got back to Canada it 
seemed so empty. I had to ask ‘what have | 
got?’ and the answer that came back was 
the Earth.” 

The perfor- 
mance combines live sound and movement 
to explore the different stages of the femi- 
nine Earth spirit — the Maiden, Mother, 
Crone and Destroyer. I was familiar with 
the first three, but admitted the Destroyer 
was a stranger to me. “It’s a part of nature, 
everywhere you !ook, it’s there,” says 
Arnold, “and so it’s inside us — it has to 
be.” Arnold says the piece is full of poetry, 
visual as well as vocal. “Anne Gurney 
paints my whole body — it looks incredi- 
ble.”

makes her different from Aurora 
or Giselle,” explained Hart. “She 
shares the youthful qualities like 
naivety, innocence, goodness and 
a purity of spirit, but she’s also 
always thinking of others.” 

As superb a technician as Hart 
is, it is this process of character 
development that propels her into 
the category of great artist. 

“Once you find the one key that 
makes this character different, you 


just let her live through the cir- 


cumstances that surround her,” 
she said. 

Hart maintains that unlike the 
Romantic ballets where the female 
part is key, the real dramatic char- 
acter here is the Beast. 

“His story is the heart-wrench- 
ing tragedy. Beauty is the catalyst.” 

Choreographer Nixon wanted to 
create “an accessible fairy tale to 
show young people that dancing 
could communicate a story. 
Showing (youngsters) recogniz- 
able stories will entice them into 
seeing a Giselle or a modern ballet 
next.” 

The music, by French impres- 
sionists Bizet, Britten, Debussy, 
Fauré, Honegger, Poulenc and 
Saint-Saens play an important role 
in establishing the right mood.

Ahhh, my faithful readers it’s 
time again for that sketchfest we 
call REMIX, so enjoy. 

Ottawa! The second stop on 
my electronica Canada tour, our 
nation’s capital has a small but 
thriving little scene. There are 
several smaller clubs (capacity 
around 400) which have elec- 
tronica club nights. Ottawa 
seems to be a big house city, 
with it being all house all the 
time at clubs. Only at parties do 
you hear a wider variety of 
music. The club I visited when I 
was up there was called Atomic, 
which is open on the weekends 
with an urban/hip-hop night on 
Fridays and a house night on 
Saturday. 

The cover for Atomic is $7 
before midnight and $10 after- 
wards.

Rich Hope, the band and the man, work the Edmonton angle

W hats it like there? Is it the 

W classic February cold 

snap?” 

Rich Hope’s voice betrays a cer- 
tain satisfaction over the phone 
from Vancouver where he’s quick 
to add, it’s a balmy and unusually 
sunny 15 above. As a scion of the 
River City, Hope knows all about 
the classic cold snap and is happy 
to be experiencing it only by 
proxy. 

Hope isn’t entirely clear on 
what drew him to the Left Coast 
after he finished his degree in his- 
tory at the University of Alberta 
and broke from his band, the Taxi 
Crabs, in 1992. It may have some- 
thing to do with his hatred of win- 
ter or it could be his love of play- 
ing guitar and singing, but his 
description of the problems faced 
by the aspiring Canadian musician 
sounds similar to the ones faced 
by the folks in his home town.

Where once it was a social activity 
to go out and see live music, it’s 
neg ‘so,much anymore. There's a

But, just like any 
thing else that involves too much 
liquor, now House of Blues and 
Labatt are fighting like a couple of 
truckloads of drinkers in a rock- 
fest parking lot. 

The Ontario Superior Court of 
Justice just gave House of Blues 
Entertainment Inc. an injunction 
that will prevent Labatt Brewing 
Co. fram promoting musical per- 
formances as part of its marketing 
efforts. 

Last September, concert promo- 
tion company House of Blues (for- 
merly Universal Concerts Canada) 
filed a lawsuit for over $10.6 mil- 
lion against Labatt. Universal Con- 


|: musie and alcohol are 


certs bought BCL Entertainment 
Corp., Labatt’s concert division, 
for several million dollars in 1996. 
One of the provisions of the deal 
was that Labatt would stay out of 
the concert business for 10 years. 

House of Blues alleges Labatt 
broke a contractual agreement 
with it by sponsoring rock con- 
certs featuring the likes of the Red 
Hot Chili Peppers and Moist with- 
out its permission. Labatt main- 
tains the musical performances 
weren't concerts, since only win- 
ners of promotional contests 
attended the events and no tickets 
were sold. 

Labatt is now considering its 
legal options, which could include 
an appeal of the court decision. 





This injunction will continue until 
the lawsuit’s decided. This could 
take months, and would prevent 
Labatt from concert participation 
during those lazy, hazy, crazy and 
lucrative days of summer. 

One might think this legal 
brouhaha could affect us right 
here in River City. Last August the 
Heritage Amphitheatre in 
Hawrelak Park was host to the 
first annual Edmonton Blues 


Festival, sponsored by Labatt’s 
Brewing. 

Acts so far released in Pollstar 
(the industry touring guide) 
include Rockin’ Highliners, Rosie 
Ledet—The Zydeco Sweetheart, 
the Debbie Davies Band, Anson 
Funderburgh & The Rockets with 
Sam Myers and Walter “Wolfman” 
Washington & The Roadmasters. 
Many of these appeared tagged 
with “Labatt’s Brewing” as the 
venue. 

Edmonton Blues Festival co- 
promoter Michael Purcell knew of 
the whole court case. “Labatt is 
not the show promoter, they are a 
sponsor. It does not affect us at all. 
We've had our festival booked 
since December.” 


Any news of other acts perform- 
ing at the fest? “Press conference 
is in May,” states Purcell.

Chamber Orchestra of Russia,” has had an 
American conductor and music director 
since 1991. How San Francisco-born pianist 


and conductor Constantine Orbelian 
obtained the position is the stuff of which 
legends are made. 

“Times have obviously changed (over 
there),” Orbelian said from a tour stop in 
Texas. “I was doing my second concert tour 
(as a pianist) in the Soviet Union in 1990. 
One of the concerts... was with this orches- 
tra at the Great Hall of the Moscow 
. . . Six weeks later their music director 
died of a heart attack at the age of 43. 
There was a big scramble in the Ministry of 
Culture as to who was going to get this 
orchestra, because in Russia at that time it 
was known then as the State Chamber 
Orchestra of the USSR: It was a venerable 
ensemble with a great tradition and a sold- 
out concert series at the Great Hall of the 
Moscow Conservatory. So the orchestra 
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filed a petition with the Ministry of Culture 
asking them to consider my candidacy for 
music director. They called me and asked 
me whether I would be interested, of 
course, and I said yes . . . | was in Moscow 
a week later and started negotiations and 
we came to a final decision. It was that 
complicated and that simple. So here I am!” 

Orbelian admits that, although he is an 
American musician, he may have had cer- 
tain advantages — a Russian background, 
for instance. His mother was from Ukraine 
and his father was Armenian. 

Orbelian’s appointment was a trial by fire 
of sorts, because immediately after getting 
the job, the orchestra went on tour, which 
is an extensive aspect of their mandate. 
The ensemble spends about seven months 
of the year on tour, mostly in Europe, but

King of Afri-Can-Lit continues to pleasantly surprise

r. George Elliot Clarke, Inter- 
Pp raion renowned writer, 
academic and literary historian.

Empire's influence lingers 
on in New Republics

ontradiction is fuel for artists. 
Cc in point, The New Repub- 
lics exhibition at the Edmonton 
Art Gallery. 

It’s a groundbreaking show — a 
15-artist-strong, three nation salvo. 
After its run ends in Edmonton (its 
only Canadian engagement), the 
show is off to the Australian Cen- 
tre for Contemporary Art in Mel- 
bourne. A delicious contradiction: 
a huge splash for an art show 
exploring the marginal. 

The show features pieces from

Canada, Australia and South Africa 
and is a powerful body of work by 
diverse artists united by a desire to 
explore the issues of identity usu- 
ally covered by the discourse 
called post-colonial. 

Which underlines another large 
contradiction associated with this 
kind of work. The easy assumption 
to make is that post-colonial dis- 
course depicts the effects of the 
colonial influence and meditations 
about imperialism in the past 
tense. As art in The New Republic 
demonstrates, nothing could be 
more contemporary than the lin- 
gering residues and resonances of 
our colonial past. 

All three nations featured in the 
show are former colonies of 
England and, ‘as such, have pro- 
duced a couple of generations of

artists obsessed with the impact of 
imperial history. 

But The New Republics is any- 
thing but dry or academic. The 
show is a full-blown multimedia 
extravaganza, sweeping the viewer 
across these three nations via the 
eclectic and ambitious artworks, 
some in traditional media and oth- 
ers, like Canadian Trevor Gould 
and Australian artist Fiona Hall 
(who uses videotape to macramé 
life-sized human heads) deep in 
the multi-media and non-tradition- 
al. 

Some work is overtly political 
and scathing (an Australian work 
deals with the systematic and sym- 
bolic castration of the Aborigine 
people) and, like some of the 
South African work, reflects a cul- 
ture that faces profound chal- 
lenges creating discourse not 
grounded in violence or racist 
assumptions. 

That range of expression, 
matching the diversity of colonial 
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occupation, is another interesting 
contradiction built into} the show, 
as it underlines how different the 
colonialist expression /was across 
the three nations and/how differ- 
ent the lingering effects are nation 
to nation. As tidy as it is to coin 
the singular term, post-colonial in 
the singular, we need to remind 
ourselves that the work emerging 
from this dialogue will not be of a 
single stripe. 

For example, in Canada our 
obsession with identity-based dis- 
course is a culture-wide phenome- 
na, so our cutting edge art focuses 
on fine details of these identity- 
based constructions. Take Jin-me 
Yoon’s work Regard, with its 
cheeky riffs paying homage to 
myriad references, lovingly and 
oddly juxtaposed: tourist post- 
cards, portraiture and art history, 
to name just a few. The issues 
touched upon by Yoon are huge, 
yet the touch is light and the prod- 
uct entirely accessible. 
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Topsy-Turvy has the Stuff of great art

t first glance, Mike Leigh’s new 
fis Topsy-Turvy seems to 

have taken a supremely odd 
subject matter for a major motion 
picture: a pinpoint, documentary- 
style, tour-de-force exploration of 
a year in the creative life of Gilbert 
and Sullivan.

Yes, that Gilbert and Sullivan. 
The operetta-churning duo who 
produced 14 musical theatre clas- 
sics, including 1878's H.M.S. 
Pinafore, 1879's The Pirates of 
Penzance (just recently produced 
by the Edmonton Opera), and 
1885's The Mikado. 

A big shift for a director who 
gave us the grainy goodness of 
Secrets and Lies to cook up a 
white-bread Victorian slice-of-life, 
but this process-oriented director 
has a method to his madness. 

For starters Gilbert and Sullivan 
were anything but boring. As the 
movie so wonderfully depicts, the 
duo were energetic theatrical inno- 
vators, creating scathingly satirical 
hybrid works that deftly straddled 


the genres of the day (burlesque 
and farce at one end, high opera 
and theatre at the other) and dared 
to invent professional structures 
as it suited them. 

The duo revelled in blurring the 
lines between creation and craft, 
commerce and art. Both of them 
took an active hand in the nitty- 
gritty of production, getting rich in 
the process and dissembling the 
established artistic pecking order. 

Gilbert, the librettist, was not 
just content with words on paper 
and took an active hand in the 
staging and rehearsing of the 
pieces. Some credit him with the 
invention of modern directing. 

And they fought. A lot. 

For Leigh, what’s even more cin- 
ematically interesting is that they 
fought for a particularly fascinat- 
ing reason: their inability to realize 
what they had wrought and the 
fact they were shaping theatre’s 
future. Topsy-Turvy delights in 
picking the scabs of artistic and 
historic irony embodied in this 
ever-so-famous musical relation- 
ship. 

Take Sullivan. Even though he'd 
basically invented what we now 
call modern musical theatre, 
Leigh’s Sullivan (played with deco- 
rum and subtlety by Allan 
Corduner) bristled at the low-brow 
fare he created with Gilbert (a 
stoic yet blustering Jim Broad-

these aliens, who are totally not 
ripped off from the aliens from 
Aliens, honestly, come out to kill.

bent) and desperately aspired to 
make his mark writing some real 
art — a grand opera. But Sullivan’s 
one grand opera (1891's Ivanhoe) 
is almost never produced. It’s the 
light stuff that endured. 

Sullivan also hated the con- 
trived, unrealistic “topsy-turvy” 
plots that his partner delighted in 
penning (what? Musical theatre 
with lame, unrealistic plots — say 


it ain't so!), and yearned for more 
modern, psychologicaliy correct 
plots and characters, much to 
Gilbert's horror. 

As in all Leigh’s work, Topsy- 
Turvy has incredible breadth. A 
product of lengthy research, every 
detail rings true and every ele- 
ment, every prop, every shot is 
there for a deeper purpose. 

It’s a long film — 160 minutes —

Women were smitten by this 
young man, particularly Lana 
Tisdel (Chloe Sevigny), and men 
found it easy to take him under 
their wing, particularly John Lotter 
(Peter Sarsgaard) and Tom Nissen 
(Brendan Sexton III). There wasn’t 
much to do in Falls City except 
drink, bumper surf and work in a 
factory. 

The film starts with the “birth” 
of Brandon, when she 
(male/female personal pronouns 
fly about without pattern) formally 


began to present to the world a 
male visage, a pre-pre-op transgen- 
dered male. Brandon was born 
with mama's fixtures and papa’s 
features and decided to simply 
relinquish everything “femal 
Boys Don’t Cry ends with two 
deaths. The first is the metaphysi- 
cal death — John and Tom's sav- 
age homophobic rape of Brandon 
after discovering he was a she. In 
the police station, Brandon is

Service the whole evening was wonderfully 
attentive and the food seemingly flew out of 
the kitchen — the soup and wine were in front 
of us almost before we ordered it. 

The soup was a good choice for a cold night, 
a hearty offering (blended, not puréed) with a 
substantial kick as promised. My only com- 
plaint was the soup came to the table a bit 
more tepid than Id like (what is it with restau- 
rants, serving lukewarm soup of late?). Given 
the spicy nature of the soup, we were glad we 
had wine, especially a light, fruity wine like the 
Cabernet we ordered, a very velvety wine 
that went down like a hot damn and offered 
such a great. counterpoint to the soup and later 





to the entrée. 

As for the entrées, Ray had the buttery-fresh 
salmon and I had the Provimi Veal Scaloppini. 
Ihave to give Madison's five out of five for pre- 
sentation and for their lush assortment of side 
vegetables, julienne of peppers and opal pota- 

gna (almost a dish in itself) that almost 

adowed the decadent excellence of the 

sting an over-the-top lemon tar- 

ragon cream sauce laden with artichoke 
hearts. 

You think after a dish like that I'd have no 
room for sweets, but you'd be wrong. I’m a 
trained professional — of course I have room 
for dessert. In this case a White Chocolate and 
Blueberry Bread Pudding served with a Khalua 
Ice Cream, an offering that’s even more delec- 
table than it sounds. A flurry of sauces and 
tastes all working in pleasant harmony smoth- 
ers a moist, perfectly-done bread pudding. 
Perhaps not the best bread pudding I’ve’ ever 
had, but I certainly can’t remember when I've 
had better — which says everything. The per- 
fect gem of a dish to end the perfect gem of a 
restaurant engagement.
